WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—(INS) 


Official Washington today mourned 
the death of retired Supreme Court 
Justice James Clark McReynolds 
who died Saturday night after a pro- 
longed illness. 


The 84-year-old jurist, one of the 


high court's bitterest opponents of 
New Deal legislation, passed away 
at the army's Walter Reed hospita'l 
in Washington at 9:25 p. m. (EST) 
Saturday. His death was attributed 
to complications developing from a 
gastro-intestinal ailment. 


McReynolds' passing was not dis- 


closed until 13 hours later when it 
was announced by a Supreme Court 
attache who said the hospital had 
not 
notified 
him 
until Sunday 
morning. 


The Supreme Court niarsa! will 


cave Washington with the body to- 
norrow night for Elkton, Ky., where 
.he justice was born on February 3, 
1862. Interment will be in a Elk- 
.on cemetery Thursday. 


McReynolds served as :in asso- 


:iate justice of the high court for 
17 years after hi.s appointment by 
President Woodrow Wilson1 in 1D14 
He retired in 1941. One ot his last 
public appearances was at the fu- 
neral of Chief Justice Harlan Fi.skc 
Stone last April 25. 


Although he was a Democrat, Mc- 


Reynolds fought much of the legis- 
lation supported by the Roosiivclt 
administration. He was in the fore- 
front of Supreme Court di.ssnnl.ers 
on the constitutionality of many 
.New Deal measures.

Counties Without Hospital 


Facilities 


BARRISBTJRG, Aug. 26.—(INS) — 


A report of the Fennsylvnnina Hos- 
pital Association 
disclosed 
today 


t-hnt 10 of Pennsylvania's 67 coun- 
ties "Do not have hospital facilities 
of any kind." 


Compiled by a. special committee 


headed by Dr. Thos. Comvay, Jr., of. 
Philadelphia, the report pointed out 
that "shocking" gaps in the avail- 
ability of medical and surgical care 
were discovered in many sections of 
the state. 


In addition to the 10 counties, 


nine others do not have "out pati- 
ent clinic service," the report said. 
The 19 counties have a total popu- 
a-ltion of 578,000 persons and cover 
an area of ] 1,835 square miles. 


"It is shocking to realize that this 


great number of people in such a 
large area of the state of Pennsyl- 
vania have no accident or emer- 
gency facilities, no medical, surgical, 
or other hospital clinics, and in 
large measure no x-ray, laboratory, 
basal metabolism or other facilities 
so vitally essential in the diagnosis 
of disease," the report stated. 


"The committee found that even 


the highly developed medical cen- 
ters of the Philadelphia, and Pitts- 
burgh areas—and1 similar centers in 
the East—are not now prepared to 
lake on the full functions of the 
hospital of tomorrow," the report 
said.

Counties W ithout Hospital 
Facilities 


H A R R ISB U RG . Aug. 26 -(INS» — 
A report of the Pennsylvanina Hos­ 
pital 
Association 
disclosed 
today 
th a t 10 of P ennsylvania’s 67 (-(uni­ 
ties “Do not have hospital facilities 
of any kind.” 
Compiled by a special com m ittee 
headed by Dr. Thos. Conway, Jr., of 
Philadelphia, the report pointed out 
th a t “shocking” gaps in the avail­ 
ability of m edical and surgical care 
were discovered in m any sections of 
the state. 
In addition to the 10 counties, 
nine others do not have “out p a ti­ 
ent clinic service.” the report said. 
The 19 counties have a total popu- 
altion of 578.000 persons an d cover 
an area of 11,835 square miles. 
“It is shocking to realize th a t this 
great num ber of people in such a 
large' area of the sta te of P ennsyl­ 
vania have no accident or em er­ 
gency facilities no medical, surgical, 
or 
other hospital clinics, and 
in 
large m easure no x-ray, laboratory 
basal metabolism or other facilitie 
so vitally essential in the diagnosis 
of disease.” the report stated. 
“T he com m ittee found th a t even 
th e highly developed medical cen­ 
ters of the Philadelphia and P itts­ 
burgh areas—and sim ilar centers in 
the East 
are n o t now prepared to 
take on the full functions of the 
hospital of to m o rro w ” the report 
said.

cracked down on several

leaders from the U. S. by calling 
them "blind, defeatists and non- 
combatant."

this report, a canal for 9-foot draft 
barges was proposed from the mouth 
of the Beaver river to a northern 
terminus on Lake Erie about
